REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The Danville School Board submit the following report: 

In accordance with a vote taken at the annual school — 
meeting, “That we employ a state superintendent of 
schools,” your school board joined the supervisory district, 
which includes the towns of Salem, Pelham, Atkinson and 
Danville, and employed the superintendent previously em- 
ployed by them, Mr. McDougal. The board met at Salem 
and made the following agreement: That Danville was to 
become a part of said supervisory district and was to re- 
ceive three visits a month from the superintendent in each 
of our schools for which services we were to pay him 
four hundred dollars ($400) a year, the town to pay 
half and the state half. We have found Mr. McDougal a 
pleasant and agreeable officer and have not heard any fault 
with his work. 

The schools have been under the supervision of the fol- 
lowing teachers: 

Eaton High School was efficiently taught by Miss Mildred 
Collins of Danville. e 
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Eaton Grammar School. First term by Miss Edna Davis 
of Salem. Miss Davis was from Plymouth Normal School, 
but was induced to resign and accept a position in Exeter. 
Balance of year taught by Miss Hazel Gleason, who has 
given good satisfaction. 

Primary School taught by Miss Anna Conlan of Haver- 
hill, who has given entire satisfaction. 

North Danville School. Taught a portion of the year by 
Miss Edna McNeal of Exeter, with good results. 

The school board have this year adopted the plan of hold- 
ing meetings where the board and all the teachers could 
meet and consider the problems arising in each school and 
we have found that these meetings have been of great value, 
and we have been able to keep up a better standard of 
discipline and management. 

The prevalence of influenza last fall unfortunately 
caused us to lose three weeks of school from our school 
year.
